tinuaily riding up aod down, and carefully 
guarding against such acts, Such deedy 
ure of frequent oceurraner, and in tha ma- 
jority of cases, cannot be dignified os acts 
of solf-preservatiny or relief after thetr 


ifieldshave been flooded ceveral feet deep; 


it only extends the calamity and increages 
the amount of suffering by oruelly involving 
many others in the same diatresa. Within 
the lest day or two thero has been a very 
alight fall in the river, but not enough tv 
remove anxiety, Lt is vloudy to-day, and 
apparently rain-clouds have passed to 
the westward. Should they discharge 
heavily in the mountains “it ia difi- 
enlt fo predict the consequences. Thou- 
sands of refugees are quartered in and ubout 
ithe city, manly in wat huts, und there 1s 
likely lo be a great deal of sufftricg the 
coming winter,—probably of petty thieving 
also.

THE PASTEUR TREATMENT IN 
SAIGON. 
Tho Times of Ceylon of Sept. 5 has the 
following :-—Tho M. M, steamer Salazic, 
which atrived from Saigon on Sunday last, 


brought back Mr F. Cannon, of the Ceylon 
Government Railway, who had taken his 


wife and hia aunt to Soigon for treatment | 


at the Bacterivlogical Institute recently 
established there by the’ French Govorn- 
ment, It_ will ba remembered that, in 
July last, Mrs Cannon and her aunt were 
badly bitten by a dog believed to bo mad. 
Insiead of having the dog shot, Mr Or 100, 
soting under Dr Tothill’s advice, wisoly 
had it chained up toaee whether it develop- 
ed further symptoms. As the dog died in 
three days, there could be very little doubt 
that it was mad, and under the circum- 
atances Dr Vandort, who, it will bo re- 
membered, tesently atudied the antirabio 
treatmect introduced by M. Pasteur at 
Paris, afvised Mr Cannon to take his re- 
latives to Saigon where an axcallent 
hospital for the treatment of euch cases 
hy Pastaur’s syatem existed. Following 
this advice, Mr,Canuon left by the Yarra, 
and wus very courteously and kindly re- 
ceived by the officials of the hospital in 
Saigon, which is in charge of Dr A. Cal- 
motte, ‘The patients were put under treat- 
meontthree weeks after receiving the wounds, 
which until thon had shown no signa of 
healing, though no other symptoms had 
then appeared, Buth ladies were naturally 
extremely nervous, but gained gonfidenco 
as the tredtnent proaseded and as their 
wounds healed, They resided in an hotel 
inthe town, and sttended the hospital daily 
‘far the injection of the virus, which was 
done alternately on either side of the body. 
Seveuteon days after first treatment Dr 
Calmetty pronounced both patients out of 
danger, theic wounds having completely 
healed, though no dressing was applied to 
them. Mec Qannon, after remaining in Sai- 
gon for a s‘icrt time, left by the Satazis for 
Colembs having probably saved the lives 
of hig.relatives by his prompt action, Ho 
is full of gratitude for the great kindness 
and consideration shown him on all sides 
at Saigon. Nothing could exceed tho assi- 
duous akuation of De Calmette and his aa 
sister's, «ll of whom wero unremitting in 
their attention, and refused to accept any 
payment from him whatever... Not only 
20, but the General Doctor of tho-atation, 
who was called in by Mr Cannon on‘one 
vccasion, aleo refused fo accept any re- 
muneration for his services. It should be 
stated chat M. Ruinat, the French Consul, 
kindly provided Mr Gannon. with letters of 
introduction, and this may account in some 
measure for the very great. kindness shen 
him by Dr Calmette, who is direotor of ths 
Bacterialugical[nstitute there, and wham Mr 
Cannon will long holdin grateful ramem- 
branes. It isto be hoped that Mr 0. do| 
Soysa’a generous offer of R10,000 towards
